FEEDING IN STALL OR SHEDS. 


This question during recent years has 
been the subject of -much discussion, 
while it may not be correct to say that 
it has been fully settled, the experiments 
conducted during recent years have 
thrown considerable light upon the sub- 
ject. These experiments have resulted, 
as a rule, in favor of feeding in sheds, 
and allowing the animals to move at 
liberty in the barns and in a protected 
yard at hand. An experiment thus 
conducted by the writer at the Minne- 
sola station came out in favor of feed- 
ing the animals in the shed rather than 
in the stall, writes Prof itomas Shaw. 

It was thought a few years ago that 
animals could be fattened better if they 
were tied in the stall and kept perfectly 
still during the fattening process. I can 
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not believe, after all these years, that 
any one will seek to molest me for the 
fow days that I shall remain here, even 
if my presence should be suspected, 
which will be very improbable, as I have 
{aken and shall take every precaution 
for secrecy. I have travelled only by 
night, Gem, and this is the first time I 
have raised my thick veil.”

When feeding animals loose in sheds, 
it will be greatly advantageous to give 
attention to the following facts: ‘The 
animals should be dehorned, if pos- 
sessed of horns, when the feeding per- 
jod begins, otherwise they will injure 
each other, it may be seriously. They 
should have access fo a yard protected 
from cold winds and kept well bedded. 
They could be fed more correctly if they 
had access to stanchions in the shed or 
feed lot, so that each could be kept in 
place while eating the grain ration. 
Care shou be taken to keep them 
sheltered from storms of rain or snow, 
and they should not be allowed to wada 
{hrough deep mud in yards. The com- 
fort of the animals should be mos} 
carefully studied.

On that 
understanding Alderson took one 
copy of the contract and Mr, Sar- 
gent kept the other copy. 

McGaw called on Mr. Sargent for 
the cheque on the following day, 
but the cheque had not arrived. 
He was, howeyer, induced to wait 
till Monday. No cheque being 
fortheoming on that day. McGaw 
and Haryett decided to rescind the 
contract, and on Tuesday notified 
Alderson to that effect, 

Witness was called to show that

High Court of Justice. 


Important Cases Disposed of at Belle- 
ville Last Week. 


The fall sittings of the High Court 
of Justice was held at Belleyille last 
week, presided over by Hon. Chief 
Justice Britton, The following cases 
were disposed ot :— 


The first case taken up was that of 
Florence Wright vs. Lester O'Hara, 
and his wife, Sarah O'Hara. Itis an 
action for slander. Mr. S. Masson 
appeared for the plaintiff and Mr. A, 
A. McDonald and E. Gus Porter for 
defendants, The plaintiff alleges that 
defendants bad circulated slanderous 
stovies in reference to her, one being 
that she had been living in Toronto 
with a man named Gilbert Sills, of 
Foxboro, Mrs. Wright admitted that 
Mrs. O'Hara told her she heard two 
wonien ina berry patch making the 
remurks and then had told Mrs, Fox. 
Mrs, O'Hara did not know who the 
women were. Mr. Wright was the 
only witness for the prosecution. 

Mr. Porter then submitted that no 
case had been made out. The judge 
did not agree with this and Mr, 
Porter then called Mrs, O'Hara. The 
witness she had sent Mrs, Fox to tell 
Mrs, Wright what she had heard in 
reference to Florence Wright, because 
Mrs. Wright and Mrs. Fox were 
intimate friends. | She had sent word 
through a desire to shield the honor 
of the Wrights and not through any 
malice whatever, When she heard 
the conversation in the bushes she 
did not believe a word of it. She had 
not even heard of such a man as Gil- 
bert Sills. 

Several other witnesses were ex- 
amined, when Mr, Porter moyed for 
A non-suit, claiming that the evidence 
given warranted him in making that 
request. His Lordship disagreed with 
hius and said the case should go to 
the jury. 

Mr, Porter then addressed the jury 
saying that the whole question rested 
on whether Mrs, O'Hara was justified 
in what she did in notifying Mrs. 
Wright of what she heard or whether 
she was not, He asked the jury to 
find in tavor of the defendants. 

Mr, Masson for the plaintiff follow- 
ed. He said the jury were to find on 
the question vail her Mrs, O'Hara 
uttered the words carged against 
her or whether she did not. f she 
did she had no justification in repeat- 
ing them and was therefore liable. 
All his client asked was a yerdict that 
would clear her character and an 
Bbology for the words the defendant 
admitted she had used, and which she 
did not belieye. 

‘The jury then retired and in a little 
less thun a hour returned witha yer- 
dict in fayor of the defendants.

KLEINGBRIL MURDER TRIAL. 


Belleyille, Nov. 2.—The Kleingbeil 


murder trial was conclnded at 2.80 
this afternoon in the Fall Assizes, 
before Mr, Justice Britton, The jury 
had been out jost four and a half 


hours when they returned with the 
following yerdict :— 

“We find Ferdinand Kleingbeil 
guilty of manslaughter, with strong 
recommendation of mercy.” 

The aged prisoner appeared quite 
unconcerned, Justice Britton ordered 
that he be returned to his cell, and 
announced that he would pronounce 
sentence later. It is said seven of 
the twelve jurors on the first ballot 


pronounced the verdict guilty of 
murder, : 
The courtroom was crowded this 


morning when Mr, Justice Britton 
addressed the jury in the Kleingbeil 
murde se. ‘Lhe prisoner came into 
court smiling and wore on his breast 
a mnedal won by him in the Prussian 
army. 
His Lordship began bis address b, 

explaining the law regarding homi- 
cide. He reviewed at length the evi-

dence given by the various witnesses, 
and dwelt for some time upon the 
paieonens repeated statements that he 
id it with his fists. His Lordship 
spoke for nearly anhour, and said the 
ground of insanity could not be con- 
sidered, and no evidence was adduced 
to give them cause to believe the 
prisoner insane. His charge was 
strongly against the prisoner, 
_ After the verdict as rendered by the 
jury the Judge sentenced the prisoner 
to four years in the Kingston peni- 
tentiary.

Institute Meeting at 


Madoc. 


Teachers’ 


An Institute meeting of the teachers 
of Madoc, Marmora and Huntingdon, 
was held in the Model School, Madoc, 
October 26th, W. Mackin- 


tosh presiding. 

In bis opening remarks the 
man expressed his pleasure at 
so many present, and his regret that 
a few teachers were prevented by ill- 
ness from attending the mecting. 

Inspector Mackintosh then gaye a 
most interesting and — instructive 
address on the subject of Supplement 
ary Reading. 

School libraries are now compulsory 
in rural schools, Teachers should 
assist the trustees by seeing that the 
books ave used, By the proper use of 
the school library, a child may and

should be trained to read the best 
authors with facility, pleasure and 
appreciation. By communion with

great minds through books, he will 
attain a more elevated moral sense, 
He will cease to desire all unworthy 
companionship, and will no longer 
enjoy loafing and gossip. The study 
of poetry was especially recommended 
for its ethical value. * : 

The teacher's work in other forms of 
study will be aided by a child's love of 
reading. Language, composition and 
spelling will be greatly benefitted. 

In closing, the Inspector laid great 
stress on the fact that only the 
teacher who loves reading himself can 
inspire his pupils with that love. He 
also urged that children should be 
taught not only to love books for 
what they contain, but to reverence 
books themselyes. 

Mr, Huyck, Principal of the Model 
School, succeeded the Inspector, with 
an fexcellent address on Language in 
third classes. p . 

The teaching of composition is 
usually poor. There are two rea- 
sons for this. First, many pupils 
are timid of expressing themselves in 
an essay which may be read in public, 
Second, they are not sufficiently help- 
ed in their preparation. Often a sub- 
ject is giyen, and pupils are expected 
to make their own outline and find 
their own material. Only children 
who are naturally gifted can write a 
composition under such conditions, 

Language is an important study, 
for only what is clearly understood is 
clearly expressed, and yice yersa. 
Composition has a utilitarian yalue, 
also, in the business life of the world.

Fluency in oral composition should be 
striven for before correctness. A 
child is often discouraged by being 
corrected too much in his speech, 
Pupils should be encouraged to read 
much. Fairy stories and novels of 
the best kind were recommended. 
Nature study can be utilized for com- 
position subjects. Much practice is 
necessary. 

To teach composition, the teacher 
needs a great fund of information on 
many subjects. Pupils know a great 
deal, but their minds must be stimu- 
lated, sothat they may express their 
thoughts. Good models are _nec- 
essary. Errors in English should not 
be pointed out individually, as this 
tends to make the pupil self-conscious. 
Exercises with these errors should be 
giyen to the whole class. 

The sentence, the paragraph, the 
essay, should be dealt with in turn. 
In choosing subjects for composition 
in third book classes, it is wise to deal 
only with narratives and description. 
Narratives may consist of ‘stories, 
myths, and the account of personal 
experiences. Descriptions of places, 
objects and plant life form excellent 
matter for language work. 

In discussing the paner Inspector 
Mackintosh urged-the teachers to 
make corposition practical—to teach 
business forms and letter writing. 
He further impressed on them the 
necessity of making every lesson a 
language lesson. _He also deprecated 
the universality of the use of slang 
and asked for the co-operation of the 
teachers in suppressing its use, 

When the meeting came to order in 
the afternoon, Mr. Mackintosh 
addressed the teachers on Primary 
Number, 

The teaching of arithmetic in 
primary classes should be not merely 
a drill in tables, but should be first 
of all a training in observation and 
language. 

Number work from one to ten is 
sufficient for the first year. The 
child should be led first ‘to perceive 
the number as a whole, and later to 
discover the numbers that go to make 
itup. The work should be purely 
objective. The child’s discoveries 
should be expressed in his own words, 
and stories should be used to impress 
his discoyeries. There should be little 
drill at this stage. Figuresshould be 
taught only when the child knows his 
numbers thoroughly, 

Notation is yery readily taught by 
means ot blocks of different sizes to 
represent units, tens and hundreds. 
Money,—the cent, the ten-cent, and 
the silver dollar—may be used also, 

Mr, Weir, Principal ot the Marmora 
Public School, read a paper on gram- 
mar, The object of grammar teach- 
ing is to train pupils in thinking and 
to aid in corvect speech and writing, 

The formal study of grammar 
should not begin until the fourth class 
is reached, but there should be much 
preparatory language work in junior 
classes. 

By leaving the study of formal 
grammar until the last year, a teacher 
has to make his work definite in order 
to cover the limit. Each lesson also| 
should have a definite aim of its own. | 
Every question should haye a direct 
bearing on the subject.

Cneap fcod, because it is cheap, never 
helped to produce the paying hen and 
kept her running to the nest. 

Hens that pay splendid profits are 
what the world is asking for, is look- 
ing for and is denianding. Are you go- 
ing to be among the breeders who will 
fill the orders for this kind of birds? 


SHEEP BREEDING. 


The sheep-Hreeding business, to me 
appears to be divided into three sec- 
tions, each one somewhat similar in 
aim, and yet differing considerably in 
the carrying out of the, work, as it must 
be, to secure the harmonious whole, 
writes Mr. John Campbell.

FARM NOTES. 


The American people are now expend- 
ing $150,000,000 for sugar that ought to 
be produced in this country from cane 
and sugar beet. 

In order to make twentieth century 
farming a success we must make a 
thorough study of the scientific princi- 
ples which underlie {he various phases 
of agricultural science and then make 
practical application of them on the 
farm. , 

There are many purposes for which 
we can find use for concrete on the 
farm, beside making walks from house 
to barn, or from roadside to house, &o. 
It is used for cellar and stable and 
poultry-house floors, for stock waters 
troughs and_tanks, for lasting bridge 
abutments, and even for fencepos\s.

French Muflins.—Sift together a quart 
of flour and a teaspoonful of salt. Rub 
into the sifted flour two tablespoonfuls 
of butter, and add gradually _to this two 
and a half cups of milk and three beaten 
eggs. Last of all whip in a half yeast- 
cake that has been dissolved in a gill 
of warm water. Beat hard, and set in 
a warm room for six or eight hours, cr 
until light. Half fill greased muffin-tins 
with batter, set near the range to rise 
for half an hour, then bake ina quick 
oven. Serve at once. 

Split Pea Soup.—Soak the dried split 
peas over night, then drain, pour over 
them two quarts of hot water, and bring 
slowly to a boil. Set at the side of the 
range where they will simmer gently 
until soft, then rub through a colander 
and return wilh the liquid to the sauce- 
pan. Bring to a boil, and stir in a table- 
spoonful of flour rubbed into a table- 
spoonful of butler.

CARE OF BRUSHES. 


Good brushes are expensive, but they 
poy to buy provided they are properly 
cared for. 

Afler tooth and nail brushes have been 
used they should always be placed in 
such a position that all water will drain 
from them. 

Household brushes also last much 
longer if properly cared for, and never 
allowed to rest on the bristles, 

Long handled and short ones alike 
should be hung up or propped up on a 
shelf. 

The best cleaning preparation for 
brushes {s a solution made by -dissoly- 
ing one pound of washing soda in a 
quart of water. This should be stirred 
over the fire until dissolved, and used 
in the proportion of one lablespoonful 
to a quart of water, A litNe soap should 
be used for the soft hair brushes, and 
cold water used for tinsing. Dry in the 
open alr.

PIPE-SMOKING RACE. 


Brewers’ Exbibilion in London Holds a 
Novel Event. 


Pipe-smoking as an art was exemplF 
fied by a most noyel competition held at 
the Brewers & Allied Trades’ Exhibition 
at Islinglon, London, England, — re- 
cently. 

Although such competitions have 
been held in Germany, this is the first 
if England. The brewers believe the 
art has been long enough obscured by 
music, painting and literature and so 
will give it in fulure a place on the 
ladder to fame. It is contended that a 
man who can keep his pipe going for 
half an hour with one lighting is an 
arlist. He is usually an Irish laborer, 
a stolid German or an English navvy. 

. The prizes were nine in number. The 
conditions were as follows: 

“Bring your own pipes. Lady smokers 
will not be barred. Tobacco—one- 
eighth of an ounce of Virginia—will be 
provided. 

Pipes will be inspected by the judges 
before filling. + 

Pipes must be filled once only. 
Forty seconds will be allowed for 
lighting. 

No relighting permitted. 
The smoker who makes his tobacco 
last the longest will be the champion 
pipo smoker of England, 

Weingolt, a well-known  pipe-maker 
of England, interviewed, offered this 
advice to the competitors: 

“The man who wants to win must 
have a large briar pipe of respectable 
age. The inside dimensions of the 
bowl should be 1% inches in depth by 


seven-eighths of an inch in diameter. 
This will hold comfortably the amount 


of tobacco allowed afid any expert pipe- 


smoker would be able to keep it alight 


for at Teast half an hour.”

SEARCH FOR RICHIE TREASURE, 

at $7,500,000 in Hull of 
Sunken Vessel. 

Another search for lost treasure is 
about to begin under the auspices of a 
British company. This time it is gold 
brought from Australia in 1859 that is 
the object of the search. It is believed 
fo be in or near a wreck at Moelfre, on 
the const of Anglesey. 

The wreck in question was @e of the 
most terrible in seafearing annals. ‘Fhe 
Royal Charter, a full rigged ship, sailed

from an Australian port with uearly 
506 persons, crew and passengers, on 
board, 


A large proportion of the passengers 
were gold-diggers Who had “made their 
pile,” and were returning home as. rich 
men. The gold they brought with them 
was contained partly in belts worn by 
the owners, but mainly in two great 
bex The value of all the gold on the 
shfp is estimated at more than $7,500,- 
000. 

The Royal Charter struck on a reel 
nt Moelfre, and became a total wreck. 
Four hundred and fifty-nine of her crew 
and passengers were drowned. 

There have been many efforts to re- 
cover the gold from the wreck, and it 
unders!ood that the smaller of the 
chests that contained the bulk of the 
treasure was found at anvearly period. 
Dwellers along the coast profited by 
digging in the sands, and even in 1e- 
cent years prospecting of this sort has 
been rewarded occasionally by the dis- 
covery of a few coins. 4 
The wreck is still in existence, and 
partly visible. The how of the vessel 
ix hard on a rock, but the stern is em- 
bedded in sand, It is the plan now to 
destroy the wreck with dynamite and 
search by diving and dredging in the 
debris for the. larger of the treasure 
chests. .

Gir Frederick Lugard, the first High 
Commissioner for, Northern Nigeria, has 
resigned his post, having reached the 
limit of his appointment, which was 
for six. years. 

Siv Frederick's career has’ heen one 
of distinction. Previous to his appoint- 
ment as High Commissioner of the terri- 
tories, up till then oecupied by the Royal 
Niger Company, he had served in the 
Afghan War of 1879-80, in the Soudan 
campaign of 1885, and: with the Burma 
Field Foree in 1886-7. He was engaged 
for months fighting the Arab slavers in 
Nyassaland, when he was © severely 
wounded, 

The Protectorate originally cost £1,- 
000,000, the amount paid to the Niger 
Company, and since then about £2,000,- 
600 has been paid out of the Imperial 
Treasury, besides grants from neighbor- 
ing dependencies. I 

Mf, however, the cost has heen consid- 
erable, a good work thas been. acecom- 
plished in Northern Nigeria, Raiding 
fo.’ Slaves as a recognized form of rais- 


ing revenue has been suppressed. The 
posilion in Nigeria when Sir F. Lugard 


took over the High Commissionership 
brisNed with diMicullies and dangers, 
those with France regarding the frontier 
being the most serious.

Hot Ginger Cake to be served with 
Whipped Cream—Put into a pan one cup 
of molasses and one cup of cream; or in 
ils place one-half cup bulter or Jard, fill- 
ing up the cup with boiling water. Add 
two even teaspoonfuls of soda dissolved 
in a little water and stir until it stops

The company sells three kinds of 
milk, children's milk, from cows fed on 
special food; ordinary whole milk and 
half-skimmed milk, which contains 1 
per cent of fat. At the company’s plant 
one is struck by the skill of all the 
work people and evéry one, both men 
and women wear clean white clothes 
from head to foot, Great care is taken 
in cleansing all bottles. Both hot and 
cold water 1s used, also soda and lime 
water so a bottle must be freé from all 
germs. It is quite time our people knew 
that milk is one of the best carriers of 
disease in the world, snd no amount of 
trouble is too great if it gives the peo- 
ple safe milk. 


CARE OF BREEDING EWES. 


Every farm should have a flock of 
sheep. The number kept should de- 
pend somewhat upon the size and make- 
up of the farm. There is always enough 
forage on a farm that can be utilized 
to good advantage, if it is taken care 
of in time, to Keep a small flock, at 
least through the winter. Take a focl 
of breeding ewes and there is no stock 
on the farm that will pay any better, 
wriles Levi A. Page.

Extraordinary Defence of a Unitarian 
Minister. 


An extraordinary defence, which did 
not appeal to Justice Willis, was put 
forward in the~ King’s Lynn County 
Court recently by the Rev. J. M. Barnes, 
a B.A. of Cambridge, England, Who was 
formerly Unitarian minister in the town,

He was sued by a King's Lynn firm 
for £2 18s 1d. for groceries supplied 
to him, and, while admitting that he 
owed the’ amount legally, Mr. Barnes 
said his defence to the action was en- 
tirely an eternal one, 

He claimed that now, having no set- 
tled income, the debt should be can- 
celled, 

Ethically speaking, he could not regard 
himself as a debtor until the State gu- 
aranteed him employment of a kind 
in keeping with his education, and with 
sufficient remuneratiog on which to 


support himself, his wife and family, 
Until this was done for tho thousands 
like himself, who through no fault { 
their own re before the abys 5, he 
could only regard the plaintiff as his 
debtor, in that, having more of th 
world’s goods than he needed, he owed 
it to sociely to give of his surplus to 
those who in the struggle for existence 
had not been so fortunate os to obtain 
an economic advantige over others, 
He asked the judge to enquire of the 
plaintiff what was h ethical title {to 
{he wealth he possessed, ands not what 
hie legal claim was upon the debtor 
e Willis said that he should do 
r such thing. He wa surprised that 
Mr, Barnes should have advanced such 
1 defence, and he would get no sympa- 
thy fron him. ae 
He gave judgment for the amount 
claimed, and sald that he would order

Pilate’s Title and Office.—The fact that 
our gospel narratives uniformly speak 
of Pontius Pilate as governor makes it 
proper for us to inquire what was the 
real posilion which he occupied under 
the Roman government, and what his 
power and authority. In the times of 
the Roman Republic the highest two 
magistrates of the capital city itself were 
called consuls. These consuls were 
elected for one year only, but’ while in 
office they exercised a power and an 
authority almost equal to that of the 
kings whom they had supplanted. 
Under the later empire, however, the 
office of consul, while still maintained,

Kentucky Pudding.—Three eggs, 2% 
cupfuls of sugar, % of a cup of butter, 
1 cup of cream, 3 tablespoonfuls of 
flour, 1 teaspoonful of lemon essence. 

Irish Potato Pie.—Prepare fine mashed 
potatoes the same as for the table; add 
to a quart of the mixture two eggs, one 
half cup of milk, sweeten to taste; pour 


info the paste and grate nutmeg over 
the top. Bake without an upper crust. 
Fried Cakes.—Three eggs, two and 


one-half cups sweet milk, two cups su- 
gar, three teaspoonfuls of baking pow- 
der; spices to taste; roll out and cut in 
Shapes, and fry in boiling lard; while 
hot dip in fine sugar, ‘ 

Fairy Toast,—Cul stale sponge cake in 
inch slices, toast golden brown, and cut 
in two inch squares. Beat to a froth 
one-half of a tumbler of quince jelly, 
and when very light add gradually the 
sliffly whipped whites of two eggs. Heap 
this om the pieces of toast, and top each 
with half ofa candied cherry. Serve 
with cream. x 

Crullers.—Beat two eggs until light, 
add one-quarter of a teaspoonful of 
grated nutmeg, one cupful of sugar, and 
beat hard. Gradually beat in a half cup- 
ful of thick’ sour cream. Dissolve a half 
feaspoonful of soda in one tablespoonful 
of warm water, and add to the mixture; 
then stir in sufficient sifted flour to make 
a soft dough. Roll out a portion at a 
time, cut into any desired shape and fry 
golden brown in deep, smoking hot fat. 

Oatmeal Crisps. — Cream one-quarter 
cup of butter with one-half cup of sugar, 
add the yolks of two eggs and beat well. 
Mix two cups of oatmeal with four level 
teaspoons of baking powder and a salt- 
spoon of salt. Add to the first mixture 
and fold in the stiffly beaten whites of 
two, eggs. Drop with a teaspoon on to 
a“ buttered sheet »and some distance 
apart. Bake in a slow oven.

Guns Weighing 85 Tons Likely to be 
Installed in New Battleships. 


Though many of the recent measures 
of the British Admiralty are open to the 
sharpost criticism, and have. been not 
unjustly crilicized, there is One depart- 
ment, that concerned with the designing 
of warships, where the present Admir- 
ally is far in advance of all foreign 
naval administrations, and of past Ad- 
miralties in Great Britain, The brilliant 
success of the Dreadnought is still fresh 
in the minds of all; the great armored 
cruisers of the Invincible type represent 
in their class what the Dreadnought re- 
presents in the class of battleship; but 
there are indications that the naval 
authorilies have in view yet larger and 
more powerful battleships than even the 
dreadnought, armed with guns which 
will throw hers in the shade, 

These new ships are not the vessels 
to be begun in the present financial year, 
but the battleships of the 1907-8 pro- 
gramme, which are not, unhappily, to 
be laid down until March or April, 1908. 
In them there is some reason to believe 
that the 12-in. gun. will be finally aban- 
doned and replaced by a new and far 
more powerful weapon, 

It is impossible by way of reply to the 
new German ships to put more 12-in. 
fans into a battleship. The Dread- 
nought’s battery represents the utmost 
number of guns that can be used in ac- 
tion with real adyaniage. The condi- 
tions necessitate the introduction of @ 
new type of monster gun, 

The pattern selected is believed to be 
a 1334-in. gun. forty-five calibres long. 
That is to say, the gun will be forty-five 
times 13%4-in. in length, or roughly 50%4 
feet long.
